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HISTORICAL DATA 


By DERNELL EVERY 


Previous to 1891 fencing in this coun- 

try was directly controlled by the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union. During that year a 
number of prominent fencers decided to 
break away from this control and form 
a national fencing organization, to be 
called the Amateur Fencers’ League of 
America. The organization meeting was 
held at the New York Athletic Club on 
April 22nd, 1891. An executive commit- 
tee, consisting of two members from each 
club, was appointed to carry the idea 
through, draw up and adopt a constitu- 
tion and by-laws, etc. The following 
comprised the Committee: 
....Dr. G. M. Hammond and G. Lord Day, 
N.Y.A.C.; J. O. Davidson and F. Blanchy, 
Manhattan A.C.; Dr. B. F. O'Connor and 
G. C. Morgan, Columbia College F.C.; R. 
O. Haubold and W. T. Heintz, Central 
Turn Verein; C. Tatham and W. Scott 
O’Connor, Fencers Club. By acclamation 
Dr. Hammond was chosen the first Presi- 
dent of the League and W. Scott O’Con- 
nor, Secretary-Treasurer. 

The constitution was adopted on May 
6th and By-Laws on May 16th, 1891. 
The original split with the A.A.U. was 
soon healed and the new fencing body 
became affiliated with the A.A.U. in 
January, 1892. The A.F.L.A., however, 
has always retained full supervision over 
fencing matters in this country. 

At the first Annual Meeting, held 
April 20, 1892, the League had 238 
members and two active Divisions: New 
England and Nebraska, both formed on 
March 30, 1892.

FOREIGN NEWS 
By John K. Kingsley 
The 30th F. I. E. Congress 

Representatives of 22 nations attend- 
ed the Congress, held at Paris on the 
23rd, 24th and 25th of March. Five new 
members were accepted: Guatemala, Iran, 
Palestine, South Africa, and Venezuela. 
The U.S. was represented by Jack Gorlin. 

Tracy Jaeckel and Miguel de Capriles 
were appointed to the Commission on 
Presidents of Juries and the Commission 
on Statutes respectively. 

The Franco-Italian proposal calling 
for the adoption of direct elimination in 
all important international competitions 
was defeated, but the proponents, France 
and Italy, have decided to adopt this 
method in all international events held 
within their borders. 

Italian engineers have been perfecting 
an electric apparatus for foil competitions. 
The F. |. E. and the Italian Federation 
have awarded funds for continuation of 
this study and a demonstration will be 
given during the world championships 
this July. 

Sweden was chosen as the site for 
the 1951 World Championships. 

The delegates were in accord to re- 
tain the present classical fencing pro- 
gram for the 1952 Olympic Games at 
Helsinki. 

The Challenge Feyerick is awarded 
annually to the person who contributed 
most to the development of the sport. 
Giorgio Mazzini, President of the Italian 
Federation, was named recipient for 1949 
but declined the honor. No substitute 
was named. 





AMERICAN FENCING 





DERNELL EVERY 
Secretary, AFLA 


Dernell Every, the current Secretary of 
the Amateur Fencers League of America, 
has had a long and distinguished record 
of service to American fencing both as 
an administrator and a competitor. Mr. 
Every served the League in many capaci- 
ties, including that of Secretary from 
1935 to 1938, before assuming the lead- 
ership as President in 1945. He proved an 
able helmsman and the post-war years 
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have seen the AFLA flourish with renewed 
vigor. In 1949 he stepped down from the 
Presidency and with typical devotion to 
the sport accepted again the arduous du- 
ties of the Secretary's office. 

Dernell’s record as a competitor would 
make him one of American fencing’s im- 
mortals even if he had never distinguished 
himself as one of its great administra- 
tors. He learned to fence at Yale under 
Robert ‘‘Bobby’’ Grasson and was Captain 
of the Yale team in 1927 and 1928. He 
won the Intercollegiate Foil Champion- 
ship in his junior and senior “years and 
led his team to the Foil Team and Three- 
Weapon Team Championships. While still 
in college he was chosen for the 1928 
U. S. Olympic Team and despite his in- 
experience performed well at Amsterdam 
in his first international competition. He 
has been chosen for every Olympic Team 
since then, so that his participation in 
the Games at London in 1948 represents 
a span of twenty years of top-notch in- 
ternational ability. He has been National 
Foil Champion three times (1938, 1940, 
1945) and has been a medalist on four 
other: occasions (1928, 1931, 1937, 
1946). 


It is an enviable record—one which 
has contributed much to our sport and 
should be an inspiration to all of us.

Starting Time:

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In selecting a blade, the fencer 
should first keep in mind its purpose, 
either for competition or else for every- 
day Salle d‘Armes fencing. His selec- 
tion should also be based upon what 
type of fencer he is. If the blade is to 
be used primarily for competitions, it 
ought to be a light blade with the best 
possible balance. If the blade is to be 
used for Salle d’Armes fencing, it can 
be a stronger blade with more body, 
for longer life. The stiffness and the 
lightness of the blade, on the other 
hand, should also be according to the 
kind of fencing he does. The fencer 
who prefers forceful fencing with tac- 
o-tac parries, and attacks prepared 
against the opponent’s blade, should 
naturally choose a stiffer, stronger 
blade with more body to it, which of 
course will make the blade heavier. 
If the fencer prefers the yielding type 
of fencing with a lot of deceivements, 
disengagements and position parries, 
he can afford a more flexible, thinner 
blade, which of course is also lighter.

It has 
a high flexibility and enough body to 
make it very durable, yet it is not too 
bulky to make it heavy. Furthermore, 
another advantage is that because 
the Italians have no steel production 
of their own, they are importing Swed- 
ish steel which is known to be the 
best for this purpose. The blade will 
therefore retain its temper for a longer 
period than any other blade, per- 
haps with the exception of the Wilkin- 
son blade. We have tried three types 
of French manufactured blades in my 
Salle d’Armes and found that the 
blade with the imprint of the sun as 
a trademark, distributed by Soudet, 
to be the finest. It has®@ perfect bal-

Madeline Dalton, Fencers Club, won 
the women’s championship with a per- 
fect record in the final round of nine. 
This was Miss Dalton’s second consecu- 
tive victory in open competition, having 
won the Voorhees event two weeks be- 
fore. Second went to Grace Acel, Salle 
Santelli, and her club-mate Eve Cohen 
won third on touches over Dorothy Stack 
and defending champion Dolly Funke— 
both of the Fencers Club. Twenty-six 
competed. 

Charles Steinhardt, Fencers Club, reap- 
ed the promise he showed in last year’s 
Nationals and carried the Metropolitan 
title away from the Saltus Club strips. 
A three-way tie for second saw Ralph 
Goldstein, Salle Santelli, Daniel Bukantz, 
Fencers Club, and defending champion 
Albert Axelrod, Salle ‘Santelli, finish in 
the order named. It was the first event 
open to foil seniors this season and it was 
evident that they all needed more con- 
ditioning before the National Champion- 
ships. Twenty-four competed. 

Jose de Capriles, Fencers Club, won 
the epee with only one defeat in the final 
round of twelve. Alfred Skrobisch, also of 
the Fencers Club, administered the only 
set-back to the winner but was in turn 
defeated by Lt. Col. F. R. Weber and 
Capt. J. Donaldson of the New York A. C. 
Skrobisch placed second and Weber third. 
The defending champion, Daniel Bukantz, 
and the present national title-holder, 
Norman Lewis, did not compete. 

In the team events, the distaff side of 
the Fencers Club made the only success- 
ful defense of a title. Eight teams par- 
ticipated in the women’s event, and the 
winner was represented by Madeline 
Dalton, Dolly Funke, Ruth Maxwell and 
Dorothy Stack. 

The Fencers Club (Daniel Bukantz, 
Nathaniel Lubell, Austin Prokop, Charles 
Steinhardt) won the men’s foil team 
event from a field of six. Lubell starred 
for the victors, winning all seven of his 
bouts. 


The Fencers Club won a third team 
title when Frank Billadello, Abram Cohen, 
Jose and Miguel de Capriles dethroned 
the favored Salle Santelli in a round- 
robin of six teams. Miguel de Capriles, 
with three victories against Santelli and 
two against the New York A. C. paced 
the victors through the most difficult 
matches. 


The Salle Santelli (Ralph Goldstein, 
Norman Lewis, Marvin Metzger, Paul 
Moss) took the epee team crown without 
losing a match. The winners presented 
well-balanced strength. The defending 
champion, Salle Montague, has been in-

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A SUGGESTION FOR 
METROPOLITAN FENCING 
Allan Kwartler 

When | came to New York some twc 
years ago, | found that while it was 
unquestionably the fencing center of the 
nation, it received the least amount of 
cooperation from its considerable mem- 
bership. | concur most heartily with Jose 
de Capriles when he says (in the Apri 
issue) : ‘‘too many of our better official 
are becoming mere parasites.” 

As chairman of the Metropolitan foi 
committee, | have noted a serious lack 
of good officials at almost every competi- 
tion. Some of this lack could be over 
come if the fencers who are eliminated in 
the early rounds did not immediately g¢ 
to the showers and leave the bloody 
scene. Certainly if they had qualified 
they would find the time to remain. 

If more of the ranking fencers would 
help by officiating frequently, they could 
help us teach the less-skilled to judge 
and direct. If those who are eliminated 
in the first rounds would stay and learn 


to judge, we would all be a _ happier 
group. 
In the interest of better fencing | 


should like to urge a plan which has often 
been described but not put into opera- 
tion: When the schedule is made up, 
competent directors should immediately 
be assigned a specific number of events. 
The officials chosen will then acknowl- 
edge such assignments and advise wheth- 
er they are available. If, on the assigned 
date, the official finds he cannot attend, 
it will be his responsibility to obtain an 
acceptable replacement. 

A Bout Committee with such assur- 
ance of cooperation can conduct the 
events more efficiently and can give its 
juries adequate rest periods during long 
competitions. A system such as this will 
develop more and better officials and will 
certainly benefit the contestants.

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CALIFORNIA FENCING 


Those fencers familiar with California Fenc- 
ing ten years ago, would find it difficult to 
maintain liaison with the many Salle D’Armes 
in existence at the beginnnig of 1950. Like 
everything else in the State, fencing has grown 
by leaps and bounds. Where the usual entries 
in most of the events consisted of 10 or 15 
fencers, it is not uncommon, today, to find 
fields of 40 to 50 entered. 

It is about time that the fencing situation 
in general be outlined and tabulated for the 
many would-be visitors to the State and for 
the many fencers of former residence. The 
prominent Salles have been reviewed in more 
detail than the Collegiate Clubs since their 
influence is more keenly felt. 

California, being the elongated State that 
it is, has three A.F.L.A. Divisions. The North- 
ern California, Southern California and San 
Diego. The distance between the Northern and 
Southern California Divisions is roughly 500 
miles. The distance separating the Southern 
California and San Diego Divisions is approxi- 
mately 125 miles. Since the San Diego Division 
is at the extreme lower end of the State, it can 
be readily seen that the distance from the 
Northern Division to the San Diego Division is 
approximately 625 miles. These three areas are 
too far apart for convenient intermingling so 
once a year the Pacific Coast Championships 
bring them all together. 

The Northern Area is dominated by the 
Olympic Club, The Halberstadt School of Fenc- 
ing and the Funke Fencing Academy followed 
by Stanford University and the University of 
California. In the City of San Francisco The 
Olympic Club and the Halberstadt School of 
Fencing are taught by Maitre Hans Halber- 
stadt and boast such stalwarts as Salvatore 
Giambra, Luis Giorgi and Gerard Biagini. The 
latter two are ranked number 10 in the Nation 
in Foil. Miss Helene Mayer, former National 
and World Champion resides in the area and

can be found at San Francisco City College. 
The teams of Elwyn Bugge of Stanford and 
Arthur Lane of California could always be 
counted on for a stiff defense. Eric Funke 
D‘Egnuff, Maitre of the Funke Fencing Acad- 
emy, has always presented dangerous antago- 
nists such as Harold Luis and Pierre Paret (now 
in Italy). 

Moving South we encounter teams at Fres- 
no State College and Bakersfield who have 
not entered into many competitions as yet. 

In Southern California the Big Three fencing 
Salles can be designated as the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, Cavaliers of Pasadena and the 
Faulkner School of Fencing. These three Salles 
manage to divide the medals pretty evenly. 
Maitre John Heremans has been entrusted 
with the fine fencers developed by the be- 
loved Harry Uyttenhove, now retired. Among 
these LAAC champions you will find such 
names as Fred Linkmeyer (Vice-President of 
the AFLA), Edward Carfagno and the former 
Muriel Calkins. Maitre John C. McKee can be 
found at the Salle Cavaliers in Pasadena and 
the Salle Dragon in Inglewood. The Cavaliers 
boast two Nationally ranked fencers in the 
Women’s Foil: Mrs. Maxine Mitchell and Miss 
Camille Bayer. Frank Joyner heads the list of 
men. The Dragon Salle is a new one opened 
this year and too new to have established a 
reputation. In Hollywood, under the able guid- 
ance of Maitre Ralph Faulkner, the Falcon 
fencers have won the National Women’s Team 
Foil and The National Woman's Individual 
Championship. The Falcons also boast two 
women fencers in the ranks of the first ten, 
Nationally. Their roster is headed by Polly 
Craus and Bernadine Meislahn in the women’s 
events and Dave Rice in the men’s. 

Also located in Hollywood, Maitre Duris De- 
Jong of the Hollywood Athletic Club has pro- 
duced some fine fencers headed by Harold 
Corbin, Former Olympic Team Epee Fencer. 
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Anthony Greco, formerly of New York, has 
recently opened a Salle in Hollywood where 
he has transferred his activities from Glendale. 

Aldo Nadi has relocated his club at the 
Nico Charisse Studio on the outskirts of Bev- 
erly Hills. His teams include Arthur Kaye, 
Carl Milletaire and Fred and Gary Martin. 

Fencing is also conducted at the following 
Schools and Colleges: University of California 
at Los Angeles, University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, University of California at Santa Bar- 
bara, Pomona College, Pepperdine College, 
Chadwick School, Burbank Recreational Center, 
Long Beach Y.M.C.A., Santa Monica High 
School, and Northrup Aviation Company. 

The newly created San Diego Division is 
headed by Herman Hersum, one of the South- 
land’s fine fencers, and boasts the presence of 
Col. George V. Cherny, formerly of New York. 
From the summary just outlined it can readily 
be seen that fencing has just about covered 
the State. The coming Pacific Coast Champion- 
ships should present an interesting struggle 
for Western supremacy.

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CENTRAL AMERICAN AND CARIBBEAN OLMYPIC GAMES

The fencing events of the ‘Central 
American and Caribbean Games” held in 
Guatemala City from February 26 to 
March 6 ran with great smoothness and 
without any of the unpleasant incidents 
which occurred in soccer, boxing and 
wrestling. The physical facilities were ex- 
cellent, and the seating capacity of 600 
was taken up for all final matches with 
an overflow crowd of about a thousand 
watching the epee final. 

The results were as follows: 


Foil Team 

Cuba successfully defended the title it 
won in Barranquilla, with a veteran team 
of Agostini, Alvarez, Barrientos and La- 
mar. 

(1) Cuba defeated Panama 9-5, Guatemala 
9-7 and Curacao 14-2; (2) Panama defeated 
Guatemala 9-7 and Curacao 13-3; (3) Guate- 
mala defeated Curacao 9-2; (4) Curacao lost 
all. 

Epee Team 

Cuba again made a successful defense 
of a title with a convincing exhibition of 
epee strength. The veterans Manalich 
and Ruiz were joined by two youngsters 
Roberto Garcia and Miguel Olivella both 
of whom fenced extremely well. 

(1) Cuba defeated Panama 9-5, Guatemala 
10-6 and Curacao 14-2; (2) Panama defated 
Guatemala 9-7 and Curacao 13-3; (3) Guate- 
mala defeated Curacao 9-2; (4) Curacao lost 
all. 

Sabre Team 

Curacao dethroned the _ defending 
champion, Cuba. The winners were 
sparked by Luchman who won 11 out of 
12 bouts. The Dutch Olympic veteran, 
Major Boutmy, and Engels and Hilhorst 
contributed their fair share of victories. 

(1) Curacao defeated Panama 9-7, Guate- 
mala 12-3 and Cuba 9-2; (2) Panama defeat- 
ed Guatemala 10-6 and Cuba 8-8 (by 1 touch); 
(3) Guatemala defeated Cuba 9-7. Cuba lost 
all. 

Individual Foil 

Eduardo Guirola of Guatemala was a 
surprise victor in this event. Although 
possibly not technically as finished a 
foilsman as several others, he won a pop- 
ular victory by extreme coolness coupled 
with a beautiful sense of timing and dis- 
tance. Jorge Agostini of Cuba, the de- 
fending champion, lost only to Guirola 
and in thus placing second he won the 
admiration of all. Since his victory in 
Barranquilla four years ago, the popular 
Cuban Captain sustained a very serious 
automobile accident from which few if 
any gave him a chance to recover. Ramos 
of Mexico fenced brilliantly to take third 
place. In his final bout he took Guirola 
to four-all. Had he won, it would have 
forced a triple tie for first. 

Individual Epee 

This event provided the best fencing 
of the entire Games. The final victory 
was won by Ramos of Mexico, but only 
after two fence-offs. At the end of the 
regular bouts, Ramos, Manalich of Cuba, 
and Hilhorst of Curacao were tied with 
six victories and two defeats. In the 
fence-off Hilhorst lost his two bouts and 
Ramos and Manalich fenced to a three- 
all tie, necessitating another deciding 
bout. Ramos finally won 3-1. The sur- 


prise of this event was the continued 
improvement of Hilhorst who gave Cura- 
cao the first medal it has ever won in 
epee. 
Individual Sabre 
The individual sabre was won in bril- 
liant style by Luchman of Curacao, whose 
sole defeat was at the hands of his team- 
mate, Major Boutmy, the defending 
champion, who placed fifth. Luchman’s 
technical superiority was blended with a 
clever aggressive game and a fine sense 
of timing and distance. A triple tie for 
second among Manalich of Cuba, Worth- 
ington of Panama, and Ramos of Mexico 
was resolved on touches and placed the 
men in the order named. Young Worth- 
ington showed great promise.

The work of this group earned the praise 
of all the competing nations. | should 
like particularly to compliment the fol- 
lowing for their fine directing: Giambra, 
Krieger and Worth in foil and sabre and 
Thompson in epee. They all officiated 
with great coolness and authority and 
their analysis of the play was simple, 
direct and concise. The complete impar- 
tiality of our officials did much, | be- 
lieve, to enhance the International repu- 
tation of American fencing. If we are 
asked to officiate at the next games, to 
be held in Panama four years hence, the 
Board of Governors of the A.F.L.A. should 
again choose the group on the basis of 
their work in officiating at A.F.L.A. 
competitions. 


The Organizing Committee did its ut- 
most to entertain us and the American 
Ambassador, Richard C. Patterson, Jr., 
gave a magnificent reception in honor of 
the American officials. Guirola and Seva- 
ria of Guatemala entertained us royally 
and earned our warm thanks. In closing, 
may | thank George Worth for the fine 
job he did as our ‘’Public Relations Of- 
ficer.”’

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Fencing in Germany 
By Lt. Paul H. Gordon 

There are approximately twenty American 
fencers in the U. S. Zone, dispersed from 
Bremerhaven to the Austrian border. Most of 
us belong to the F. |. E. and are thus enabled 
to enter European competitions. We also are 
more or less affiliated with the ‘League of 
French Fencers in Germany” and to date have 
participated in competitions held at Baden 
Baden, Constance, Heidelberg, Sonthofen, Inns- 
bruck, and Vienna. 

The unofficial U. S. Army team here has 
travelled extensively, but the trips are not in 
vain—thus far we have never placed last, and 
usually manage to be third or fourth in meets 
of seven, eight or more teams. Competition 
in general is not too tough, but we do meet 
some good fencers—especially the Maitres 
D’Armes who are permitted to compete. 


BULLETIN 
(From Pierre Paret) 


The Allied High Commission has lifted 
the ban on fencing for Germans in the 
American, British and French zones. 
Fencing, as well as Judo, Gliding, and 
Shooting had been forbidden since 1945. 
The decree states that fencing may be 
carried on only according to the F.I.E. 
rules, which implies that the Mensur— 
student duelling with schlaeger—remains 
forbidden. 


Before the war German fencers were 
organized in two groups: The German 
Fencing Federation, which included al- 
most every fencer of national calibre; 
and the fencing clubs of the German 
Turners. The Federation has been re- 
founded under the presidency of Erwin 
Casmir, star of several German Olympic 
Teams and 23 times German national 
champion. Aside from long inactivity, the 
Federation is handicapped by the prob- 
lem of equipment. Weapons and masks 
must be imported for the time being, 
but cannot be paid for in foreign cur- 
rency, while the exporters have no in- 
terest in being paid in Marks that they 
are not allowed to transfer out of Ger- 
many. The only method possible at the 
moment is a system of licensed and su- 
pervised barter in which sports equip- 
ment has a very low priority. There is 
also a critical shortage of qualified teach- 
ers. 





Hungary Defeats France 
A three-weapon match between the French 
and Hungarians took place at Buda-Pest and 
resulted in a 10-6 victory for the hosts. The 
foil event included two men and two women 
from each country, while the epee and sabre 


was contested by two-men teams. In a sur- 
prise move, Gerevich, Olympic Sabre Cham- 
pion, entered the foil for Hungary and de- 
feated Lataste of France. The bout between 
Gerevich and Buhan went to 4-all and lasted 
60 minutes.
